HONORN SHOWN ALGER

| Detroit Receives the Ex-Secre-
' tary With an Ovation,

ITS RECIPIENT MOVED TO TEARS,
! Crowds Shonted “Alger's AT Right” and
In His

I sSpeech the Generasl Deolureed We Had

Theve Was No Dissenting Voles

No Grievanee —~Pingree Speaks Hotly.

Derrorr, Aug, 3. —Whatever  may
have beon the personal feelings of the
lnte secretary of  war, General Russoll
A Alger, concerning reocent incidents
of his official earcor, all sontiments save
those of gonuine happiness were vory
evidently banished yesterday afternoon
and evening by the magnificent wel-
voma tendered him by the people of his
own city and state. From 4 o'olock,
when the welcoming committen crowdod
into his private car upon its arrival at
Toledo, until ® o'clock, when the gen-
eral veased grasping outstrotehed hands,
the scone was a constant, spontancous
ovition, Smiles and tears repeatedly
strugeled for the mastery over the sec-
retary's bronzed ocountenance as  he
gazod into the enger fuces of the multi-
tudes who loudly and convincingly in-
gisgtod that “Alger's all right,' and no
dissonant voice was heard,

Darkness fell during the speoches
from the reviewing stand in front of
the city hall, giving opportunity for
throwing a searchlight upon the fon-
tures of General Alger, drawn in crayon
on a canvass 168 feot square, hung from
the city hall front and surrounded by
patriotic decorations. A great erush ot
the indoor reception was the final foa.
ture,

The special train which met Genernl
Alger and party at Toledo consisted of
six coaches, It carried 500 members of
the reception  committee.  When  the
Peunsylvania train arrived the general’s
car was besieged by friends,  General
Alger was escorted throngh the recep-
tion troin and grected by all. Headed
by about 300 bicyelists, over 1,000
marchers escorted General Alger from
the Michigan Central station by a cir-
cuitous course, leading past the general’s
home to the reviewing stand. Fairbanks
post carried two great banners, strotch-

ing half across the street, which de-
clured *““There is only one Alger."”
Mayor Maybuory, after calling to

order, said: “General Alger, I shounld
despuair, sir, of being able o voice the
heartiness of this weleome, wers it not
already shown in this vast concourse,
through which you have passoed. It will
go forth to the world, sir, chat where
you are best known, there you are best
beloved and best appreciated. It will
go forth to the world, sir, a due notice
that the standard of high character,
built up by patience and perseveranoce,
honesty and uprightness cannot be
thrown down by slunder."”

Governor Pingree in his speech, made
on behalf of the state, made some
pointed references to incidents leading
to Algor's home-coming, and fired some
characteristic shots at the newspapers,
which, he asserted, wore largely respon-
sible. The governor suid that Alger's
best service for his country was in his
efficient managemont of the war depart-
ment,  Said he:

“The people of Michigan will remem-
ber the indignity to which the state has
been subjocted.  In time they will come
to know who is responsible for it, I
think they already see that politics
mukes cowards of some men, in both
high and low positions. They will in
time despise the official, no matter how
exalted his position, who truckled to the
newspapers or who considered money or
influence in any form.

“I have come to believe that the insti-
tution most dangerous to our form of
government is the newspaper, Its
boasted liberality is rather licenso, It
has no scruple and no conscience.
There are, of course, exceptions, but I
speak of the press asu whole.  Because
you, General Alger, would not bow to
them and conduct the war department
in the intercsts of the combines, the
army ocontractors and the commercial
interests which control the newspapers,
you became a marked man. "

“Home Without u Grievance,"

General Alger responding, said: *1
can command no language to vxpress
my gratitude to you for this royal wel.
come to my home. I am glud from the
bottom of my heart to be released from
official care and to sguin enter the old
home and live among the people of
Michigan. . ;

“Since I went away, two and a half
years ago, as you kuow, the country
has passed through a terrific struggle.
The office of which I was the head was
taxed to the otmost of every man's
strength who occupied any position in
it. I gave my best thought and honest
effort and did everything [ could to
carry out my part of that great work.
What has been done is & matter of roec-
ord, and [ am perfectly willing to rest
the case with my countrymen. Every
trausaction, every order and everything
that was done in conducting that war
is & matter of record and the people
have aright to have that record searched,
Aud pow, my fellow ocitizens, | come
home without & grievanoe. Duoring that
struggle and while that great work was
upon mwe I caun truthtully say that I
bl from the president all the support
that he could give."'
